winter and has sent it to the Chamber 
of Commerce and leading employers 
of labor for approval. 
The marketing commission suggests 
that before winter sets in the city 
take a definite stand against being 
made the dumping ground of thou­ 
sands of floaters who drift into Chi­ 
cago every fall to spend the winter. 
It believes that if the city and em­ 
ployers alike announce that residents 
of Chicago will he given the {»refer­ 
ence in hiring men through the win­ 
ter months, this movement will he 
checked. 
Big employers are urged to aid the 
workers during the winter months by 
putting employes on half pay, instead 
of cutting their forces in half if busi­ 


n e s s conditions make any reductions 
necessary. 
They are further urged 
to give {»reference to married men, or 
these supporting dependents, if lopp­ 
ing names off the pay roll becomes a 
necessity. 
Department stores and 
factories 
employing girls are asked to retain 
girls who must support themselves in 
preference to those who are seeking 
work to earn “pin money.” 
The sit­ 
uation among the working girls, the 
commission declared, d e m a n d s parti­ 
cular attention. 
As the Hrst step in carrying out 


t hi s program* the commission sug­ 
gested that all big employers submit 
careful e-limâtes of the number of 
employes they believe they must dis­ 
charge January 
1, 
if they are con­ 
vinced reductions in working forces 


m u s t he made. 
With this data on 
hand, the commission proposes to 
establish a municipal employment ex­ 
change and make immediate efforts 
to s e c u r e work for persons who may 
find themselves without jo b s during 
the winter.

8,000,000 women and girls over 10 
years of age, in audition to the great 
host of housekeepers, are engaged in 
“gaining occupations,” according to 
Volume IV of the report of the Thir­ 
teenth 
census, 
just 
published. 
Women, the report shows, have in­ 
vaded practically every industry in 
search of a livelihood, some even re­ 
sorting to such occupations as deck­ 
hands, and stevedores and some even 
becoming coal miners. 
Of the 71,580.270 persons in the 
United States who were 10 y e a r s of 
age or over in 1910, 38,167,330 were 
reported engaged in “gainful occupa­ 
tions.” In other words, about thirty- 
eigth million worked for money. 
Of 
these, 30,091.564 were males and 8,- 
075,772 were females. But the report 
| explains that women who keep house 
for their husbands and who do not 
receive wages are not classed as en­ 
gaged in “gainful occupations.” 
Of the more than 8,000,000 women 
who earn their own living 
outside 
their homes, 1,094 are engaged in the 
extraction of m in erals. Of these 405 
were coal miner operatives; 45 work­ 
ed in quarries and the remainder were 
engaged in the womanly business of 
digging copper, gold, silver, lead, oils 
zinc and gas. 
Thirty-one women blacksmiths act­ 
ually wield the hammer; there are 15 
bricklayers, 10 stationary engineers; 
16 “furnace ‘men’ ”, and 90 glass- 
blowers. 
Ninety women work in tin 
sweet-scented atmosphere of the fert­ 
ilizer factories and a total of 6,140 
labor in the iron and steel industry. 
Much later numbers of course, ap­ 
pear in the “women’s trades,” such as 
dressmaking and clerical employment. 
But there arc 14,051 
compositors, 
linotypists and typesetters and tex­

boatmen, canulmen, and lock keepers, 
by 44 longshoremen and stevedores, 
and hv 12 sailors 
and 
deckhands. 
Hoad and street transportation shows 
37 women hack drivers, 33 women 
chaffeurs, 73 draymen and 6 women 
hostlers and stable hands. 
There are 1,808 boys and 5 girl- 
bet ween 10 and 13 working in coal 
mines.
